Tho New York Mail and Express says: 


Ex-Congressman Pago, who is 
well 


posted in political matters, and regarded 
as a possible candidato for Governor of 
California, being askad wnat are the 
prospects of Republican success at the 
next 
Presidential 
election, replied : 


"AH that is needed is harmony in tho 
ranks to secure •victory. 
The tariff 


question will be one of tho main issues 
in the next Presidential campaign. The 
Republican party favors protection to 
its fullest extent; there is no doubt that 
the next national convention will so de- 
clare in its platform. The Republicans 
are united on that question; in fact, 
there has been decided change iu opinion 
on the tariff among the people of the 
United States. The people of the North- 
west favor protection, while also many 
persons are against it; but when a State 
is engaged extensively in manufactur- 
ing, it wants protection. At present 
Louisiana wants it for its sugar." 


There are at present nine departments 


imder the United States Government 
devoted, iu part or wholly, to researches 
in pure and applied science; the geolo- 
gical survey, the coast and geodetic sur- 
vey, the naval observatory, the national 
tauaeutn, tha department of agriculture, 
the entomological commission, the tenth 
census, with its special agencies for the 
study of the natural resources of the 
country, the Smithsonian bureau of 
ehtnology und the commission of fish 
and fisherias. The Smithsonian insti- 
tution, established upon an independent 
foundation, should also bo mentioned, 
as well as the medical museum of the 
army and the various laboratories under 
the control of the army and navy de- 
partments. 


The Austin Democrat thinks "Con 


grmsman Cassidy has been at home 
long enough to state whether or not the 
appointment for the cadetship has been 
made. It would only be justice to the 
boys of this State for him, to submit the 
matter to the arbitration of a competi- 
tive examination whereby all could have 
a fair show. The arbitrary appointment 
of young Connor will cast suspicion 
upon Mr. Cassidy's motives and he 
ought to follow the same course adopted 
by Delegate Brentz of Washington Ter- 
ritory who hag ordered an examination 
to toko place on the 2dta instant." 


Major Dane lectured in Dasbaway 


Hall San Franciscp last Friday evening 
on "The two Abrahams—Lincoln and 
Garfield." H« denied that their won- 
derful careers were in any measure in- 
fluenced, or the result of accident or 
casuality. Each set out in life with a 
distinct, clearly defined and perfectly 
understood aim and purpose; each, by 
his own efforts fitted himself especially 
to accomplish his purpose; each stead- 
fastly maintained tho path he had se- 
lected to follow, and each always had 
the courage and determination to pur- 
sue his purpose and uphold his opinions. 
There was nothing phenomenal or acci- 
dental about the accomplishment of his 
purpose, and thojife of each was always 
snbjt-ct to the laws governing the lives 
of all human beings. In entering into 
the details of the early lives of the two 
great men, the lecturer contradicted the 
commonly accepted story about Lincoln 
having been born in a log cabin: he was 
born iu a shod attached to a stable, iu a 
little Kentucky town, and it was not 
until several years afterwards that his 
roving father moved over into Indiana, 
and built the log cabin in which Lincoln 
lived until his sixteenth year, and in 
which, in his tenth year, his mother 
died. 
From the day of her funera 


until the day of his death, the name o 
his mother never passed Lincoln's lips; 
nor would he allow evaii his deaieat as- 
sociate to even mention her name. 
The "mother," for whose memory he 
always had such, glowing words of loving 
praise, was his father's second wife, 
who fir st gave him a mother's love, and 
whose influence tipou his home life, in 
the little log cabin, made him first f eal, 
as he himself said, that he was a huuaun 
being. 
The lecturer strongly main- 


tained, and supported his assertion by 
numerous references to Lincoln's po- 
litical speeches and writings, that he 
was never an abolitionist in principle 
Even after the emancipation procla- 
mation was written, had tho South 
agreed to come back into the Union 
and laid down its arms, the famous doc- 
ument would never Lave been signod. 
The points of the lecturer's r«view of 
Garfield's life have nearly all been too 
recently and thoroughly discussed to 
possess) the interest of that which he 
had to" say regarding Lincoln. 
His 


judgment of the two men was tha 
theirs were tiie two greatest lives a~od 
careers America has ever produced.

Should the error prove true, 
all work done in making allowances to 
Postmasters since Congress adjourned 
would have to be reviewed and consid- 
erable time would thus be wasted.
